No ac-
tion shall be maintained by any person against 
any city organized under the provisions of _this . 
chapter upon any claim or demand. of any kind 
or character whatsoever, until he shall have first 
presented his claim or demand to the council for 
allowance and the same shall have been disal-
lowed in whole or in part provided, that the fail-
ure to pass upon such claim or demand within 
sixty days after its presentation shall be deemed 
a disallowance thereof.
